While 
Jesus was still with His disciples 
in the holy land He told them of 
His coming, and informed them 
of things that would happen just 
before His coming and gave 
some of them as signs. Many 
of these signs have already been 
seen and there are more being 
revealed every few days. 

Well does the writer remem- 
ber the first teaching on the sub- 
ject that he ever heard. It made 
a deep and lasting impression. 
It was nearly twenty years ago, 
but it is fresh in my memory yet. 
The signs were not showing so 
much then, but the speaker in 
his discourse told of certain 
things that would take place and 
he pointed over to a few years 
in the future. 


Many of the very things he 
mentioned have already come 
and gone and the Lord has not 
come yet, but some of them 
have not happened yet, so we 
are patiently waiting, and while 


‘we are waiting we are working 


in the Master’s vineyard doing 
all we can to get souls saved 
from sin that will keep them 
from dropping into everlasting 
despair. 

Writing on this subject, Peter 
advises us to “account that the 
longsuffering of our Lord is sal- 
vation.”” That is, while the 
Lord, in His mercy, is bearing 
a long time with the sin and 
wickedness of the world, we 
should take the advantage of 
the time and use it in winning 
souls and thus save our own 
souls as well for although we 
have salvation, if we do not 
work for the salvation of others 
we may lose our own souls. 


During the time that Jesus 
was under arrest and in the 
hands of His persecutors He 
said, ‘Hereafter shall the Son 
of man sit on the right hand of 
the power of God.” (Luke 22: 
69.) Mark, in giving an ac- 
count of the same things quotes 
Jesus as saying, “And ye shall 
see the Son of man sitting on 
the right hand of power, and 
coming on the clouds of heav- 
en.” (Mark 14:62.) Here is a 
statement showing the position 
“He was to occupy in heaven, 
and also that He is to come 
back again to earth on the 
clouds of heaven. 

When Jesus finally went a- 
way and a cloud had received 
Ilim out of the sight of the dis- 
ciples two men in white apparel

‘come direct from the right hand 
of God. We can say this be- 
| cause it is written, ‘So then af- 
‘ter the Lord had spoken unto 
them, He was received up into 
heaven, and sat on the right 
hand of God.” (Mark 16:19.) 

So we need have no question 
in our minds as to where He is 
now, or where He is coming 
from. The writer of Hebrews 
became so enthused over this 
‘subject that he repeats the state- 
ment as much as four times in 
one letter. And Luke’ in the 
Acts writes of it, Paul in Rom- 
ans, Ephesians and Collossians 
makes the same statement. 

All of these Scriptures clearly 
show that Jesus is one per- 
son and God His Father is an- 
other. And although they are 
One yet Jesus sits on the right 
hand of the Father. Husband 
and wife are one, and yet they 
are two distinct persons. While 
Jesus was here in the world He 
taught the disciples to pray and 
say, “Our Father which art in 
heaven.” Then it is distinctly 
understood that while Jesus was 
here in the world His Father 
was in heaven. And when He 
left this world He went to sit at 
His right hand in heaven. 

Why should any sane mind 
embrace such erroneous theo- 
ries as are going the rounds to- 
day? What is the use to deny 
the divinity of Christ? Why 
should any body want.to say 
that there was no God in heaven 
while Jesus was here on the 
earth for about thirty three 
years? Why should any body 
want to rob Jesus of His posi- 
tion and glory? But strange to 


say people are very peculiar 
beings. 
Yes, Jesus, our Savior, is at 


the right hand of God and His 
all seeing eye is watching over 
all. He may seem a long ways 
off from you, but no matter a- 
bout the distance, He sees every 
move you make. If He is watch- 
ing you all day long, and all 
night, too, what does He see you 
do? A little boy was about to 
steal a nice big pear one night, 
and as he reached up for it a 
voice spoke to him in his heart, 
“Thou, God, seest me.” What 
did he do? Did that little boy 
tuke the pear? No, he quietly 
slipped away without the peai

Concerning the position at His 
right hand and His all seeing 
eye watching so faithfully I re- 
member a vision of the Psalmist 
that always brings comfort and 
satisfaction to those who are 
wholly following the Lord. Of 
this the Psalmist sang, “King’s 
daughters were among thy hon- 
orable women: upon thy right 
hand did stand the queen in the 
gold of Ophir.” (Psalm 45:9.) 
Here is a picture of Jesus and 
His beautiful bride. Think ofJe- 
sus now at the right hand of God 
and then think of Him leaving 
that exalted position and glori- 
ous place and coming for His 
bride and then her at His right 
hand so soon after He has been 
at the Father’s right hand. 

This will be wonderful for 
those who are so. wonderfully 
fortunate. No doubt His eye is 
just now peering over the battle- 
‘ments of heaven and watching 
her that is to some day be chos- 
en to stand at His own right 
hand. To show this is not vision- 
ary or imaginary we only have 
to refer to another song. He is 
described as watching the 
“Black woman of the _ Bible.” 
She is toiling day after day out 
in the hot sun taking care of the 
vineyards of others. She was 
not conscious of being watched. 
But she was faithful. At last it 
was made known to her 
that He had been watching 
her and had _~ chosen her 
as his very own and _ thus 
she sang, ‘“‘Voice of my beloved! 
behold, He cometh, leaping upon 
the mountains, skipping upon 
the hills. My beloved is like a 
roe or a young hart: behold, He 
standeth behind our wall, he 
looketh forth at the windows, 
showing Himself through the 
lattice.” (Cant. 2:8, 9.)

People sometimes have a 
wrong understanding of perfec- 


tion. Jesus said, “Be ye perfect,’ 


land Paul said be perfect. Truly, 


y' this is the standard, but this may 


not be according to the standard 
\framed by some men. It is not 


iOf what is mentioned as absolute 
| perfection, but it is Christian 
| perfection. It is one thing to be 
| pe rfect God, and another thing | 
to be a perfect Christian. One 
can be made perfect in love, or 
have perfect salvation and still 
be void of good judgment, and 
wanting in wisdom. 

In writing on the subject of 
perfection, John, the beloved 
disciple says, ““Whoso keepeth 
his word, in him is the love of 
God perfected.” Here is what we 
may call perfect love. Again 
John says, “If we love one 
another, God dwelleth in us, and 
his love is perfected in us.” 
Under certain conditions God’s 
love is made perfect in us. If you 
want to know your condition 
you can measure yourself by 
the following rule: “There is no 
fear in love: but perfect love 
‘asteth out fear, because fear 
hath torment. He that feareth is 
not made perfect in love.” (1 
John 4:7—18.) 

It is very common for people 
to set up a standard of their own 
and demand that others come to 
it Whetier they themselves do or 
not, but this is unfair and un- 


scriptural. The Bible teaches 
perfection, but just what is 


meant by it should be ascertain- 
ed before critics have any right 
to lay down rules for others to 
follow. 


To be a Christian in the true 
sense One must live above sin. 
Ile must be holy in heart. This 
‘will lead to holy conversation, 
holy actions, and a holy life. It 
means more than morality. It 
means an experience of grace 
wrought in the heart that will 
show on the outside. True 
holiness will make a person live 
a holy life, but even a holy man 
is never able to live in a way 
that suits all the people that 
know him. Some body will ac- 
cuse and fault the best man in 
the world. They accused Jesus of 
being devil possessed. Although 
He was perfect, and never com- 
mited a sin of any kind, the peo- 
ple of His day looked upon Him 
as a vile and sinful person that 
should not be permitted to 
live. 

There are different states of 
perfection. There’ is a perfect 
tree, but it is still growing and

has not reached its end of per- 


fection. It is perfectly sound, 
its foliage is perfect, its bark ‘is 
perfect, there is nothing wrong 
about it but it is still growing. 


There is a perfect child, but 
he is not a perfect man. Paul 


tells us of babes in Christ. They 
wre perfect babes in Christ and 
have to be fed on the milk of 
the Word and are not able to 
take the strong meat for strong 
meat belongs to them of full 
age. (Heb. 5:14.) But they may 
be perfect children. 
Some people seem to forget 
that there are babes in Christ. 
As soon as they are’ saved, or 
sanctified, or filled with the Holy 
Ghost, they think they should 
suddenly rise to the full stand- 
ard and strength of a Christian 
of ten or twenty years standing. 
Such ideas are wrong. Our min-

For though ye 
have ten thousand instructors in 
Christ, yet have ye not many fa- 
thers.”’ (1 Cor. 4:15.) Paul real- 
ized the need of more real fath- 
ers. We need more fathers. Many 

“an preach and lay out the Word 
xe power. They can give in- 
structions, but there is need of 
fathers. I have known of fathers 
who were careful to keep cows 
so they could have milk for their 
children. They said strong meat 
was not good for the little ones, 
they wanted them to grow. How 
careful our preachers should be 
to provide the milk of the Word 
for the little ones. They should 
study the needs of their flocks. 
They should learn how to be a 
father rather than a “skinner.” 
They should learn how to re- 
store a withered limb rather 
than how to amputate it. They 
should prepare themselves with 
preserving qualities so they may 
preserve rather than “make it so 
hot that they will pull out.” 


Yes, be perfect, and be sure 
you are perfect in your sphere 
before you fault people for not 
being perfect in their sphere. Get 
wisdom, get understanding. 
Know yourself and know those 
you are to feed on the good 
Word of life. Perfection in love 
will go a long way. It will do 
something when everything else 
fails.Paul, in concluding his sec- 
ond letter to the Corinthians 
says, “Finally, brethren, fare- 
well. Be perfect, be of good 
comfort, be of the same mind; 
live in peace; and the God of 
love and peace shall be with you. 
(2 Cor. 13:11.) 


We follow this with words 
from Peter. “Finally, be ye all of 
one mind, having compassion 
one of another, love as brethren, 
be ane, be courteous.” (1 Pét- 
er 3:8.) 

If we follow this advice we 
will soon know our place and 
become more tender and make 
more allowances for weaknesses 
of others, and the perfect love 
that casts out fear will preserve 
‘ather than offend and drive a- 
way. Love! Love! Love! Divine 
Love! Get it and hold on to it to 
the end. It will win.

Thus Satan acknowledged it 
was the Word of God, but denied 
its truthfulness, and tried to use 
knowledge as a means to draw 
the woman away from the Word 
of God. It has been so all down 
through the ages; and as knowl- 
edge increases this same “old 
serpent” is working harder than 
ever to get people to depend on 
their ideas instead of the Word 
of God. We do not mean to fight 
education and _ learning—they 
are very valuable when used in 
harmony with the Word of God 

but it is this, ‘God said it but 
it is not so,” that we are oppos- 
ing. 

When a man or woman takes 
a stand against the Word of 
God, it is this same “old ser- 
pent” that is prompting them, 


and not the Spirit of God, for 
the Spirit, (of God) and the 
Word agree. In Rev. 12:9, he 


is spoken of as that “old ser- 
pent,”’ called the devil, and Sa- 
tan which deceiveth the “whole 
world.” He is caNed that “old 
serpent,” no doubt because he 
has existed since the beginning 
of creation. It is also said, which 
deceiveth the ‘‘whole_ world,”’ 
telling us plainly that Mother 
Eve is not the only one he has 
deceived, but that he has exist- 
ed down through the ages.

Jesus says, ‘Be ye thtre- 
fore perfect, even as your Father 
which is in heaven is perfect.” 
(Matt. 5:48.) Yet men say we 
can’t live above sin; others say 
our bodies sin, but our soul is 
pure. Paul has plainly said, 
“Every sin that a man doeth is 
without the body.” (1 Cor. 6:18) 


Jesus us to be 
Paul says 
it is the will of God for us to be 
sanctified (1 Thes. 4:3.), and 
further prays for our ‘whole 
spirit and soul and body” to be 
preserved blameless unto the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
(1 Thes. 5:23.) The writer of 
Hebrews says, ‘‘Wherefore Jesus 
also that he might sanctify the 
people with his own blood, suf- 
fered without the gate. (Heb. 
13:12.) Yet it is taught almost 
all over the world that it is im- 
possible for us to be sancti- 
fied. Paul says we are called 
unto “holiness” and again “Fol- 
low peace with all men, and holi- 
ness, without which, no man 
shall see the Lord.” (Heb.12: 
14.) 


‘With al! the above Scriptures 
hefore us, what excepting the 
old subtile serpent would prompt 
one to say, “Ye shall not surely 
live holy,” “Ye shall not surely 
be sanctified,” “It is impossible 
to live above sin.”? 

Again, Paul, naming the sev- 
enteen works of the flesh—viz— 


prayed for 


adultery, fornication, unclean- 
ness, lasciviousness, idolatry, 
witchcraft, hatred, variance, 


emulations, wrath, strife, sedi- 
tions, heresies, envyings, mur- 
ders, drunkenness,  revelings, 
and such like: of the which I tell 
you before, as I have also told 
you in times past, that they 
which do such things shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God. 
(Gal. 5:19-21.) But the voice of 
the serpent is crying out all over 
the world, in every nook and 
corner—-‘‘Ye shall not surely 
die,” ‘Ye shall surely inherit the 
kingdom of God.” It is said by 
learned men that we cannot

help doing these very evils | 
we 


named above. They say 
cannot live righteous lives in 
this world, that all of these 
things are to be in the next 
world. Paul plainly declares, 


“The grace of God that bringeth 


salvation hath appeared to all 


‘men, teaching us that, denying 





ungodliness and worldly lusts, 
WE SHOULD LIVE SOBERLY, 
RIGHTEOUSLY, AND GODLY, 
IN THIS PRESENT WORLD. 
(Titus 2:11,12.) What else ex- 
cepting the serpent could 
prompt people to say that we 
cannot live a clean life? 


Again God says, “I am the 
Lord that healeth thee.” (Hx. 15: 
26.)' Jesus,said we should lay 
hands on the sick and they 
should recover. (Mark 16:18.) 
Peter said, “By whose (Jesus) 
stripes ye were healed” James 
said, “Is any sick among you? 
let him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over 
him, anointing him. with oil in 
the name of the Lord: And the 
prayer of faith shall save the 
sick. (Jas. 5:14,15.) There are 
many other Scriptures on divine 
healing, yet people deride us if 
we say God will heal us. God 
says,"‘I am he that healeth thee,” 
and the voice of the serpent 
says, “God will not heal thee.” 
He says that and has not a sin- 
gle passage of Scripture to show 
that the time of healing is past, 
that the time of holiness and liv- 
ing righteously, and godly in 
this present world is past. (Heb. 
13:8.) 

The same may be said of the 
Holy Ghost, speaking in 
tongues, the Church of God, or 
any of the other doctrines of Je- 
sus that are now denied and 
placed as things of the past. The 
voice of the serpent—Beware! 
Beware!
